I dread the thought af cold 
weather. The big toes of my feet 
turn white with cold even when I 
protect them. My ears get so 
cold, sometimes I think they’re 
going to fall off.

Dear Miss H.: 
Almost everyone, when ex­ 
posed to cold weather, will 
develop 
milk 
blanching 
(whitening) of the skin of the 
tips of the fingers and the toes. 
However, 
when 
this 
is 
associated 
with 
cramps, 
inability to walk and in­ 
terference with normal func­ 
tioning activities, it must not be 
overlooked. It is a circulatory 
problem that deserves in­ 
vestigation. 
Many tests are available that 
can quickly determine any 
change from normal blood 
circulation. The pulse beat in 
the feet and legs is a good in­ 
dication of circulation. A 
special "blood pressure” ap­ 
paratus for the feet can register 
normal 
and 
abnormal 
pulsations of the blood vessels. 
The free flow of blood can be 
studied by elevating the legs 


and noting how quickly blan­ 
ching occurs. There are also X- 
ray studies of the blood cir­ 
culation, using dyes and radio 
isotopes. 
All of these can give your 
doctor a dear picture of what is 
causing your problem.

I did. Toddlers and young 
children, when nibbling nuts, 
sometimes become distracted 
with laughter and play, and 
sometimes inhale a small nut 
into their lungs.

When this happens, the peanut 
can cause severe inflammation 
of the lungs. 
If this occurs, the peanut 
must be removed by bron­ 
choscopy. Personally, I feel that 
the nutritional value of nuts is 
not sufficient to take this 
chance. Children below the age 
of six, in my opinion, should not 
be offered nuts.

No Magic Wand

Jimmy C arter often com pares his election 
with that of Franklin D. Roosevelt’s, who in 
1932 also defeated a Republican president 
when

When Roosevelt ousted H erbert Hoover, 
the country was in the grip of the Great 
Depression. C arter does not face a problem 
of 
that 
m agnitude, 
but 
the 
stagnant 
economy is causing him concern and he 
realizes there are great expectations that he 
will turn it around 
To dam pen those hopes, C arter is now 
saying he cannot "wave a m agic w and” and 
he is no m iracle worker. 
Moreover, 
he 
recognizes 
one 
of 
his 
problems is the business com m unity’s lack 
of confidence in his policies. Many of his 
aides saw 
the recent 6 per cent price 
increase by the steel industry, as well as 
hikes 
in 
the 
price 
of 
alum inum 
and 
polyesters, as symbolic of the desire by big 
business to get what it can before C arter is 
inaugurated. 
To allay 
businessm ens’ 
fears, 
C arter 
announced he would not impose wage-price 
controls, or even seek them on a standby 
basis, unless there is a national em ergency 
over the next four years He also arranged 
meetings 
with 
corporate 
executives 
to 
reassure them , and passed the word that he 
will pick a T reasury secretary from the 
ranks of businessm en. 
The president-elect says he has two m ajor 
options to give the economy a boost He can 
propose a new tax cut — either tem porary 
or perm anent — or he can propose job- 
creating program s. He does not not plan to 
make a firm decision until after the start of 


the new year when the last quarter of 1976 
economic indicators are available for study. 
His budget director-designate, Thomas B. 
"B ert” Lance, has said that a tax cut is 
“almost a certainty,” but C arter will not go 
that far yet, saying he would not put it “ that 
strongly.” 
“T hat’s one of the possibilities," he told 
reporters. 
“ If 
the 
economy 
n e e d s 
stimulation, and I think at this point it 
appears that w ay,” he will propose “som e 
form 
of tax 
cut, or put 
emphasis 
on 
program s that will put 
people to work 
directly with public service jobs or som e 
other stimulation to job opportunities.” 
Before m aking a decision. C arter said, he 
wants to consult with his economic advisers 
who are “leaning in all different directions" 
and with congressional leaders in order “to 
work out something harmonious with them .” 
With unemployment now up to 8 1 per 
cent, 
C arter 
has 
retreated 
from 
his 
optimistic cam paign prom ises of cutting 
down the jobless rolls. 
Now he appears to have pulled back a 
little farther, saying with the "stagnant

grow th," 
it

difficult” to cut unemployment by 1.5 per 
cent although he is going to give it a big try 
It is clear that Carter hopes to use the

Business Today 
Powerful Force

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - There was a 
time when farm cooperatives were simply 
places 
to 
buy 
petroleum 
for 
f a r m 
m achinery. 
Now, the nation’s largest grain m arketing 
cooperative, Far-M ar-Co, and the biggest 
farm supply, m anufacturing and wholesaling 
cooperative, 
Farm land 
Industries, 
have 
announced plans to merge. 
If approved by Far-Mar-Co m em bers in 
February 
alm ost a certainty since % per 
cent also are m em ber-ow ners of Farm land 
— the com bined 
company 
would 
have 
annual sales of m ore than $3 billion, enough 
to make it one of the IOO largest industrial 
corporations in the United States and a 
powerful force in agribusiness. 
Key executives say the m erger would give 
Farm land’s 500,000 m em bers better grain 
prices by cutting out m iddlemen and, in 
turn, open up foreign m arkets for products 
m anufactured by Farm land. 
“ It will m ake the merged organization the 
first cooperative strong enough to challenge 
some of the private agribusiness giants that 
operate both in the commodity and supply 
arenas,” said Farm land President Ernest T, 
Lindsey. 
Farm land, headquartered in Kansas City, 
Mo , began in 1929 in a two-car garage with 
$3,000 invested by six m em ber associations. 
It now has a m em bership of 2,231 locally 
owned farm er co-operative associations in 15 
Midwestern states, and gross annual sales 
around $19 billion. 
Farm land deals in petroleum products, 
feed, 
fertilizer, 
agricultural 
chemicals, 


paint, batteries, tires, steel products and 
food 
m arketing 
It 
also 
mines 
0 r 
m anufactures about 70 per cent of the 
commodities 
it 
distributes 
and 
recently 
bought the first cooperatively owned sulfur 
mine in the nation. 
Far Mar-Co, based in Hutchinson, Kan., 
has 604 local m em ber associations in eight 
Midwestern states, and annual sales around 
$1 billion. 
The m erger, in which Far Mar-Co would 
become a subsidiary of Farm land, would 
give the latter the base it needs to enter the 
grain export business. Farm co-ops now 
handle only 7 per cent of such business 
“ lf Farm land is to become a force in the 
international 
m arket, 
it 
m ust 
be 
big,” 
Lindsey told 17,000 m em bers at the firm ’s 
annual convention in Kansas City. “Don’t 
forget, 
if all 
the grain 
m a r k e t i n g 
cooperatives in the country w ere combined, 
that organization still would be far below the 
size of four or five private grain firm s.”

ST. EUSTATIUS, Netherlands 
Antilles (U PI) — The centuries- 
ild cannon of Ft. Oranje, silent 
for 200 years, roared ll times, 
answering the U.S. Destroyer 
MacDonough in a Bicentennial 
reenactment of the first formal 
salute 
ever 
paid 
to 
the 
American flag by a foreign 
power. 
The salute highlighted holiday 
celebrations of Flag Day on 
this seven-square-mile island in 
the 
Netherlands 
Antilles. 
It 
commemorated the arrival at 
St. Eustatius of the American 
warhsip Andrew Doria in 1776 
and the 11-gun salute given by 
the fort 
in recognizing 
the 
Continental government of the 
American revolution. 
Secretary of the Navy J. W. 
Middendorf, Netherlands Minis­ 
ter of Antilles Affairs VV F. de 
Gaay 
Fortman, 
Lt. 
Gov. 
Maxwell Pandt of the Nether 
lands Windward Islands, U.S. 
and Dutch dignitaries and top 
brass of the navies of two 
nations joined about half of St. 
Eustatius’ 1,200 citizens for the 
ceremonies at the old citadel 


The MacDonough substituted 
for the Andrew Doria, and the 
U.S. destroyer T. C. Hart and 
two Dutch destroyers took part 
in the ceremony. 
Proclaiming 
“ we are cele­ 
brating the birth of a nation,” 
Tourism Minister James Madu 
ro and the audience applauded 
and 
cheered 
as 
the 
Mac­ 
Donough 
rendered a 
13-gun 
salute to the fortress. 
Then, with a Dutch navy 
lieutenant running from cannon 
to 
cannon 
along 
the 
forts 
ramparts pulling out fuses, ll 
blank cartridges detonated in 
the cannons in answer to the 
U.S. salute. 
During 
the 
Revolutionary 


War years, the population of St 
Eustatius reached 15,000 per 
sons, most of them traders, 
smugglers, and free-wheeling 
fortune hunters, trading with 
the 
rebellious 
colonies 
and 
serving as a Caribbean refuge 
for Continental ships. 
The island’s decline came as 
a direct result of the Doria’s 
salute and the support that the 
Statians gave the Continental 
government. 
In 1781, England sent Adm 
Sir George 
Rodney 
to 
the 
Caribbean to destroy what he 
called “ this rock which had 
done England more harm than 
all the arms of her most potent 
enemies." 


Rodney, 3,000 troops and 15 
ships of the line reduced St. 
Eustatius to ruins on a summer 
day in 1781. 
Coming into the main town of 
Oranjestad, the British found 
150,000 tons of war materiel 
worth t an 
estimated 
three 
million pounds sterling. The 
British sacked the city, confis­ 
cated 50 American ships at 
anchor and deported the entire 
population

Recently the Victoria 
Sporting Club of London pre­ 
sented a medal to a young 
Am erican, Jack Robertson, who 
cam e within a half mile of 
sw im m ing the Channel though 
paralyzed from the waist down. 
A special medal would seem 
to be due those who plunge into 


the 
tainted 
and 
encrusted 
waters of the brackish Hudson 
River in attempts to circum­ 
navigate Manhattan Island. Og 
and his friend may have lacked 
the daintiness trumpeted by 
deodorant 
commercials, 
but 
even their low foreheads would 
have risen at the sight of the 
fearful bouillabaisse which 
faces any swimmer who enters 
the water within reach of our 
urban sprawl. 
Indeed even Thor Heyerdahl,

ferry. Still, then the lovers 
m ight

I don’t know what Leander 
went through battling the fast-

the rebuilt derelict Spray, he 
rem arked like a man setting

Antithetically, 
Tom 
Follet, 
who crossed the ocean in what 
looked like two loosely linked 
bananas to finish third in the 
’72 Single-Handed Transatlantic 
Race, had no slogan. “Certainly 
not ‘because it’s th ere.’ I like 
heated rooms and feather beds, 
clothes of silk and shoes of 
fancy leather 
I do not like 
the North Atlantic Ocean. You 
figure it out.” 


Figuring out the sports that 
draw us back to the place 
where our rubbery ancestors 
lived is beyond a m an who 
sw im s badly and can ’t sail, but 
Poseidon might say that the 
sw im m er fighting a current, 
the sailor battling a storm , or 
the sm all boy protecting his 
sand castle with a desperate 
sand pail dam are all aw are 
that they are essentially alone 
against 
a 
fascinatingly 
un­ 
predictable enemy who can be, 
when sun, wind, and surf are 
right, a fascinating friend.

(UPI) - Dr 
David W Howard assigned his 
first-year engineering students

Carolina-Aiken branch a dif 
ficult project: drop raw eggs 
from 
a 
50-foot 
fire 
tower 
without breaking them 
The idea. Howard said over 
the weekend, was to see if the 
students could devise ways to 
keep the eggs from breaking 
Some of them m ade it 


The contraptions devised by 
the students ranged from a 55- 
gallon drum filled with lint to a 
few balloons and rubber bands. 
Howard said the balloon device, 
which cost around 20 cents, was 
the most ingenious 


That student inventor forced 
his egg inside the balloon, then 
blew 
up 
the 
balloon 
and 
surrounded it with four other 
balloons to m ake a triangular 
pyramid shaped 
object 
that 
survived the test 
“ I think som e were rather 
amazed 
their 
designs 
su r­ 
vived,” he said 


Another student used a box­ 
like fram ew ork of coat hangars 
with the egg suspended in the 
middle by rubber bands Some 
students used a lot of foam 
rubber padding and others used 
parachutes. 
The most expensive device 
was the 55-gallon drum and 
Howard said the student had a 
harder tim e 
setting up 
the 
experim ent than actually c a rry ­ 
ing it out. 
That student surrounded his 
egg with lint obtained from a 
nearby textile mill and used 
lour of his friends to help him 
carry the drum up the 50foot 
fire tower 
The cost of that experiment 
was JI 75, the most any of the 
projects 
Howard, who is an engineer 
with 
Dupont 
and 
teaches 
parttim e at the University of 
South Carolina Aiken branch, 
said the graded project was 
designed to get 
students to 
m ake practical applications of 
the laws of physics and to teach
